This Letter being deliver'd, the Prin- 
cels at the ſame time ſhe was profopndly 
muſing on Darbelle, not having any body 
with her, (he was fo affrighted, that ſhe 
fanſfied ſhe really ſaw him come from the 
other World to talk with her 3 but reco- 
vering her {elf a little from the Fright, 

ſeriouſly confider'd what the meaning of 
all this might be, but cou'd conclude on 
nothing. Thus ſhe paſs'd away all the 
reſt of the day but inthe Evening (that 
lhe might be better inform'd in what ſhe 
ſaw ſo obſcure ) ſhe ſent to invite a. few 
of her choice Friends to come to her 
Houſe and hear the Violins : She gave or- 
ders to her People to let all that came in 
Maſquerade enter, ( faying, ſhe hop'd it 
wou'd divert her.)

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ſooner come but Darbelle enfers, but he 


no Jonger repreſented the Ghoſt; he had 


put on the Habit of a Shepherd, the moſt 
rich and ſplendid that ever was ſcen, ha- 
ving all things anſwerable that made up 
this Paſtoral Equipage : She knew him 
not at firſt, he having chang'd his Dreſs, 
But Dearbelle being one of great Curio- 
ſity, was willing to conceal himſclf at 


- firſt, that he might obſerve her Behaviour, 


and to fee whether or no ſhe had any Im- 
patience to converſe with the Ghoſt ; He 
was ſoon ſatisfy'd, for he perceiv'd the

ceſs when ſhe firſt came in, as tho' he had

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been the ſame perſon whom ſhe had 
been talking. with the preceeding days: 
He cou'd not appear there in a Diſguiſe, - 
and therefore he cou'd ,not ſo well act his 
own part. He inſfiructed La Rock there- 
fore in all that he had to fay to her, and 
order'd him as ſoon as he had thoroughly 
perſwaded her of every thing he had a 
mind ſhe ſhou'd know, to make ſome pre- 
tence or other to leave her, and that he 
himſelf wou'd ſupply his place, and there 
lay his Heart open to her; and the better 
to carry on their Deſign, they dreſs'd
